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Former Nixon aide answers perjury count 
Chapin trial under w ay

selection began today for the trial of 
Dwight L. Chapin, charged with lying 
to a grand jury about the “dirty 
political tricks” activities of Donald H 
Segretti. 
U.S. District Court Judge Gerhard H. 
Gesell told a panel of 60 that the trial is 


expected to “not take more than a week 
or IO days.'* 
“ I can assure you this is a firm 
estimate; it will not be a long trial," the 
judge said. 
The jury of 12 and four alternates will 
be sequestered during the trial. 
In the courtroom were Chapin’s wife, 


Susan, and his parents, Mr and Mrs. 
Spencer Chapin. 
Chapin, form er presidential ap ­ 
pointments secretary, was indicted 
Nov. 29.1973on four counts of lying to a 
grand jury.

Pope Paul VI 
fights weakness 


VATICAN CITY (AP) — Pope Paul 
VI appears to have recovered from his 
second attack of influenza in a month, 
but Vatican sources say he is still weak, 
often in pain and needs a long rest. 
The sources say the 76-year-old Pope 
is being strongly advised 
against 
resuming the full schedule of work and 
reading that, until a lew weeks ago, ran 
from dawn until past midnight. 
The Vatican did not elaborate on the 
Pope’s illness last week except to say 
that it was a slight indisposition The 
sources said it was a recurrence of the 
flu that hit him earlier in March. 
The Pope ran a slight fever and 
canceled his weekly general audience 
on Wednesday. He did bless the crowd 
from his study, however 
On Sunday, the Pope spoke from the 
open window of the study to the crowd 
in St. Peter's Square. His voice was 
firm and he appeared fit. 
But the Vatican sources said the two 
flu attacks have aggravated an old and 
painful disease afflicting the joints. The 
disease, which the sources did not 
identify, reportedly is the reason why 
the pontiff, always frail, has for some 
years walked with a slight stoop and 
has needed help sitting down and 
standing up. 
The influenza and pains in his joints 
are said to have sapped the Pope’s 
strength, making him very weak, one 
source said There is talk that he may 
be advised to take mud treatments at a 
spa, most likely on the island of Ischia, 
off Naples. 
“ If he doesn't rest," one prelate said, 
“the pains will never go away, and soon 
the slightest of movements will be 
difficult." 
Some Vatican sources say doctors 
may even ask the Pope to delegate 
some of his functions to aides. 
So far the pontiff has been a stubborn 
patient — “disobedient," a Vatican 
doctor once called him. He has always 
been anxious to return to his desk, 
audiences and speeches.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Steel in­ 
dustry negotiators are beginning two 
weeks of hard bargaining in what is 
expected to result in a costly settlement 
for the industry and higher prices for 
consumers. 
Bargainers for the Big IO steel 
producers and the United Steelworkers 
of America face a self-imposed April 15 
deadline to reach accord on a new con­ 
tract or submit all unresolved issues to 
binding arbitration. 
The talks get underway today with 
both sides anxious to avoid arbitration 
on major issues. A settlement is ex­ 
pected that is likely to follow the pat­ 
tern shaped earlier this year in USW 
contracts with the aluminum and can 
industries. 
USW President I.W. Abel has in­ 
dicated he is seeking a wage increase 
above IO per cent to “reflect at least 
increases in the cost of living plus 
productivity" for his 350,000 members 
employed by the IO major steelmakers. 
Barring unforseen developments, all 
wage-price controls on the industry will 
be dropped by 
April 
30, 
leaving 
producers free to pass on increased 
wages and benefits in the form of 
higher steel prices. 
The bargaining is taking place under 
an historic “experimental negotiating 
agreem ent’’ signed a year ago which 
precludes strikes or lockouts and 
guarantees the workers a minimum 
wage increase of 3 per cent in each of 
the next three years. In addition, each 
worker will receive a one-time $150 
bonus. 
The 
no-strike 
agreem ent 
was 
reached in an effort to break the so­ 
called “boom-bust” cycle that has 
characterized 
recent 
steel 
negotiations. 
The current three-year contract, 
under which steel workers average 
$5.78 an hour in wages, expires Aug. I. 
If the aluminum and can settlements 
are extended to steel, wages in the 
industry would rise about about 12 per 
cent, or 65 cents an hour, over the next 
three years, in addition to the nine per 
cent increase already agreed upon. 
An improvement in the wage cost-of- 
living formula that added nearly 40 
cents an hour to paychecks under the 
current contract also is expected. 
But the main emphasis is expected in 
the pension area, where the union is 


seeking to duplicate a landm ark 
pension program negotiated with the 
aluminum companies and later with 
the can producers. 
That plan provided for the first time 
in an industrial package a partial cost- 
of-living escalator for retirees. It also 
lowered the full-pension retirement age 
from 65 years to 62.

Dean, who pleaded guilty last 
October to conspiring to obstruct the 
investigation of the Watergate break­ 
in, 
already 
has 
testified 
as 
a 
prosecution witness at the New York 
trial of former Cabinet members John 
N. Mitchell and Maurice H. Stans. 
Another key prosecution witness will 
be Segretti, who served five months in 
a federal correctional facility after 
pleading guilty to misdemeanor vio­ 
lations of federal election laws. Segretti 
was released last Monday. 
Like Dean, Segretti agreed to 
cooperate with the special prosecutor’s 
office. 
Meanwhile, Vice President Gerald R. 
Ford has blasted the Committee For 
the Re-election of the P resident, 
describing it in a Chicago speech as an 
“arrogant, elite guard of political 
adolescents." 
Ford spoke Saturday to more than 
1,000 midwest Republicans, including 
GOP National Chairman George Bush 
and presidential hopeful Sen. Charles 
H Percy of Illinois. The audience stood 
and cheered Ford’s biting remarks 
about the re-election committee. 
He said the committee “violated the 
historic concept of the tw o-party 
system in America and ran roughshod 
over the seasoned political judgment 
and 
experience 
of 
the 
regular 
Republican party organization in the 50 
states. The fatal defect of CREEP was 
that it made its own rules and thus 
made its own ruin,” he said. 
Later, Ford told a news conference 
he “spoke as my own m an,” that his 
rem arks had not been cleared with the 
White House. 
In other Watergate developments, 
Percy said Sunday in New Haven he 
expects Nixon to be impeached this 
year. 
M eanwhile, 
sources 
in 
Washington said quiet preparations are 
underway in several Senate offices for 
a possible impeachment trial. The 
sources also said other studies are 
underway by individual senators. 
The 
Chapin 
indictment 
said he 
testified April ll, 1973 before a grand 
jury investigating Segretti’s activities. 
Chapin told the grand jury he never 
discussed the distribution of campaign 
literature of any kind with Segretti and 
was unaware that Segretti ever dis­ 
tributed such literature. 
The indictment alleged that Chapin’s 
answers “as he then there well knew, 
were false." 
Each count carries a maximum 
penalty of five years in prison and a 
$10,000 fine. 
After he was indicted Chapin, 33, took 
a leave of absence from his job as 
director of market planning for United 
Air Lines. 
A graduate of the University of 
Southern C alifornia, Chapin hired 
Segretti, a college chum, allegedly to 
be a Republican prankster in the 1972 
campaign. 
But Segretti’s pranks included the 
distribution of literature that appeared 
to come from various candidates for 
the Democratic 
presidential 
nomi­ 
nation 
and 
accused 
others 
of 
m isconduct. D istributing political 
literature which does not identify the 
source is a federal crime.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The extent to 
which the United States is committed 
by the Paris peace agreement to aiding 
South Vietnam has drawn varying 
interpretations from the secretary of 
state and the chairman of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee.

States is politically and m orally 
committed to giving long-term military 
and economic aid to South Vietnam. 
Under

Kissinger said in a letter to Sen. 
Edward M. Kennedy, D-Mass., “The 
United States committed itself 
to 
strengthening the conditions which 
made the cease-fire possible and to the 
goal of the South Vietnamese people’s 
right to self-determination.” 
However, Sen. J.W. Fulbright. D- 
Ark., responded that

“ agreem ents a re n ’t com m itm ents, 
they are only a declaration of intent.

Major bills face Ohio Assem bly 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P )- Campaign 
financing reforms, no fault auto in­ 
surance, and a bill establishing a state 
energy commission face Ohio’s law­ 
makers today as they begin a three-day 
week leading to a month long recess. 
Leaders said those are the major 
items but others may be considered by 
com m ittee 
sessions 
and 
floor 
deliberations. The legislature will 
adjourn Wednesday and return May 8, 
the day after the primary election. 
A joint conference committee is 
seeking to work out Senate-House dif­ 
ferences on the campaign financing 
bill. But it hit a snag at the first 
meeting last week that could produce 
an all out deadlock. 
Rep. Vernal G. Riffe Jr., D— 89 New 
Boston, said the House will not comply 
with Senate demands for language that 
would give new life to the political ca­ 
reer of Sen. Donald E. “ Buz" Lukens, 
R—4 Middletown. 
However, Riffe pointed out that the 
six-member conference committee is 
considering differences that do not 
include what has come to be known as 
“the Lukens amendment." He said “ It 
wasn’t in the Senate version and it 
wasn’t in the House version. They are 
supposed to consider only the dif­ 
ferences in the bill.” 
The 
House 
State 
G overnm ent 
Committee, in its deliberations, in­ 
serted language that would take care of 
Lukens’ problem . However, Rep. 
Patrick A. Sweeney, D—6 Cleveland, 
who offered the amendment, said he 
also did it on behalf of about 600 other 
persons in Ohio under the same 
penalty, including about 350 in the 
Cleveland area. 
Riffe indicated the dispute could kill 
the bill, noting that the House deleted 
the Sweeney amendment soundly when 


it reached the floor. “It could very well 
mean the life of the bill," he said. The 
Senate 
Financial 
Institutions, 
Insurance, and Elections Committee is 
expected to vote late toady on a bill 
giving Ohio a no fault insurance law. It 
would mean that a motorist injured in 
an accident could collect from his own 
insurance company, no m atter who 
was to blame, up to a limit of $1,500. 
Leaders of both parties predict ap­ 
proval tonight by a joint subcommittee 
of a measure designed to deal with any 
existing or future energy crisis. The 
basics of the measure were agreed to 
last week by members of the panel 
headed by Sen. Michael J. Maloney, 
R—7 Cincinnati. 


Under the proposal, there would be a 
five-member commission empowered 
to adopt rules and regulations for 30 
days, but only by unanimous vote. It 
could issue a “public call” for a special 
session of the legislature under 
language currently in the bill. 
The commission would be made up of 
the governor, two members of the 
legislature from opposing 
political 
parties, and a representative of the 
energy industry along with one 
member representing the public. The 
governor would act as chairman, and 
would be the spokesman for the state in 
energy matters involving the federal 
government.

W ashington’s most 
fabled 
swinger appeared intent so far on 
keeping a veil of privacy around his 
honeymoon. 
Some 60 vacationers lined the Las 
Brisas dock Sunday and applauded as 
Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger 
and the form er Nancy M aginnes 


returned from a three-hour cruise 
around choppy Acapulco Bay in a 
speedboat called El Orate — The 
Lunatic. 
Two boatloads of Secret Servicemen 
trailed El Orate around the bay, then 
packed 
into 
two 
cars 
to 
follow 
Kissinger’s limousine back to banker 
Eustaquio Escandon’s secluded villa 
overlooking the sea where the couple is 
staying. 
“ I’m sure there will be some parties 
or at least a dinner or two while they’re 
h ere,” said a leading Acapulco 
socialite wistfully. But he added that 
the Kissingers had accepted no in­ 
vitations yet. 
“ Every man when he get*5 m arried is 
entitled to have some privacy," said a 
State Department spokesman. 
Only a handful of persons knew in 
advance of 
K issinger’s w edding 
Saturday, among them former New 
York Gov. Nelson A. Rockefeller, Mrs. 
Kissinger’s employer. 
The former Miss Maginnes, who at 
almost six feet is noticeably taller than 
Kissinger, is head of international 
studies for Rockefeller’s Commission 
on Critical Choices. She and Kissinger 
met IO years ago when she enrolled in 
his foreign policy seminar at Harvard, 
and the professor recommended his 


pupil to Rockefeller as a foreign policy 
aide. 
Despite the 50-year-old secretary’s 
well-publicized appearances with 
glamorous stars and starlets, Miss 
Maginnes, 39, has been his frequent 
companion for years, and a m arriage 
was rumored for months. 
K issinger 
broke 
the 
news 
to 
Rockefeller Saturday morning (“ By 
the way, Nancy and I are getting 
m arried ” ) and Rockefeller later 
announced the wedding to a meeting of 
midwest Republicans. 
The official announcement 
came 
from the State Department in the name 
of Mrs. Albert B. Maginnes of White 
Plains, N.Y., the bride’s mother. 
The wedding, attended by a handful 
of friends and relatives and Kissinger’s 
two children by his previous m arriage, 
took place before a judge in Arlington, 
Va. Rockefeller lent the newlyweds a 
jet for the trip to Acapulco.

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Marketbasket survey shows price dips

The family grocery bill declined 
slightly during March, the first such 
drop in five months, an AP m arket­ 
basket survey shows. 
More items went up in price than 
went down. But sales on meat and eggs 
cut the dollar value of the m arket­ 
basket in nine of 13 cities checked, with 
an average decrease of 2.2 per cent. It 
was the first month since October that 
marketbasket declines outnumbered 
increases. 
The AP priced 15 food and nonfood 
items in 13 cities on March I, 1973, and 
has rechecked at the beginning of each 
succeeding month. 
The latest check showed that 32.3 per 
cent of the items in the survey went up 
in price during March, 1974; 23.6 per 
cent decreased ; 36.4 per cent were un­ 


changed; 
and 7.7 per 
cent 
were 
unavailable on one of the two survey 
dates. 
The marketbasket decreases ranged 
from a fraction cf a per cent in 
Albuquerque, N M., to 4 per cent in 
Boston where the price of a pound of 
chopped chuck dropped from $1.49 to 
$1.09. 


The bill was up in four cities — 
Seattle, Wash., New York, Miami and 
Philadelphia — with an average in­ 
crease of 1.6 per cent. 
Prices in every city were higher at 
the beginning of April 1974 than they 
were on March I, 1973. The m arket­ 
basket bill was up an average of 13.3 
per cent over the 13-month period, with 
increases ranging from 6 per cent in 
Los 
Angeles 
to 
25 
per 
cent 
in 
Philadelphia. 
Meat sales helped cut the bill. All­ 


beef 
fran k fu rters, 
for 
exam ple, 
declined in ll cities during March and 
stayed the same in two. The average 
decline was 9 per cent. The average 
price for a pound of allbeef franks on 
March I, 1973, was $1.09. On March I, 
1974, the average price was $1.35 and on 
March 30, 1974, it was $1.24. 
Eggs decreased in IO cities, down 
four or five cents to about 75 cents a 
dozen in most places. The price in­ 
creased in two cities, New York and 
Detroit, and was unchanged in Phila­ 
delphia. 
Chocolate chip cookies were up in 12 
cities during March, rising an average 
of 5 per cent. They were unavailable in 
one city. The average price of a 14V2- 
ounce bag of cookies was 61 cents on 
March I, 1973; 75 cents on March I, 
1974; and 79 cents on March, 30, 1974, 
for an over-all increase of 30 per cent. 
Sugar was up at the retail as well as 


the wholesale level. A five-pound bag of 
granulated sugar that cost an average 
of 68 cents on March I, 1973, cost $1.00 
12 months later and was up to $1.17 in 
the latest survey, for an over all in­ 
crease of 72 per cent. Sugar went up in 
all 13 cities during both February and 
March, with an average March in­ 
crease of 17 per cent. 
The items on the AP checklist were: 
chopped chuck, pork chops, frozen 
orange juice, coffee, paper towels, 
butter, eggs, peanut butter, detergent, 
fabric softener, tomato sauce, choco­ 
late chip cookies, milk, frankfurters 
and sugar. 
The cities covered by the survey 
were: Atlanta, Albuquerque, Boston, 
Chicago, Dallas, Detroit, Los Angeles, 
Miami, New York, Providence, R.I., 
Philadelphia, Salt Lake City, Utah, and 
Seattle.

CHICAGO (AP) — Burglary is one of 
the m ost rapidly growing occupations 
in the United States, say s Ja m e s C. 
Miller. 


He heads a firm that m anufactures 
b u rg la ry -a la rm d e v ice s and h ires 
convicted burglars a s consultants. The 
form er convicts enlighten the firm on 
tricks of the burglary trade and how to 
thwart them. 


Miller, president of Interm atic, Inc., 
say s there m ay be as m any as three 
million burglaries in the country this 
year. He theorizes the energy crisis 
m ay be promoting an increase in the 
crim e. 
“ When you have a reduction 
in 
lighting, 
you have an in crease in 
b u rglaries,” 
Miller said in 
an 
in­ 
terview. 
The F B I reported that in 1972, the last 
full year for which com plete figures 
were available, there were 2.34 million 
burglaries in the country. The burglary 
rate jum ped 38 per cent in the five-year 
period from 1967 to 1972. 
M iller sa id his firm ’s b u rg la r- 
consultants “ have told us a lot about 
how burglars operate and are able to 
inform custom ers of the best w ays to 
discourage a burglar.” 
“ There are two kinds of b u rg lars,” 
he said. “ One is the kind you see on 
television and then there are all the 
re st.” 
M iller’s consultants say they don’t 
know the kind of burglar who uses 
e le c tro m a g n e ts and h e lic o p te rs to 
m ake dazzling jewel thefts. “ If they 
exist, they probably never get caugh t,” 
Miller said. 


“ All the rest are either selftaught or 
learned the trade in prison from other 
thiefs,” he says. He also say s that bur­ 
glars don’t spend time staking out 
houses. “ They sim ply walk through a 
neighborhood and when they spot a 
home where they believe nobody is 
home, they break in. The crucial tim e 
is between 6 p.m . and ll p .m .” 
B urglars usually knock on doors and 
if som eone turns out to be home they 
pose a s a salesm an who has the wrong 
address. 
“ A sure tip-off to the burglar is to see 
the sam e light burning all the tim e. 
Another is a perfectly cleaned house. If 
women would leave the bed m ussed up, 
w e’d never have b u rglaries,” he said. 
B urglars are frightened m ost by 
noise, he say s. “ If you leave a radio on, 
a burglar rarely will enter a house.” 
Daylight burglaries also have in­ 
creased, Miller said. “ After all, m ost 
burglars w ear suits and look just like 
businessm en. They don’t go around in 
m asks with their collars turned up.”

Fight public aid 
to private schools 


COLUMBUS, Ohio 
(AP) 
— The 
traditional Catholic parochial school 
will survive financially without public 
aid because the church is “property- 
rich,” but it needs broader support 
from its own members. 
That is the philosophy expressed by 
Dr. G. Weir H artm an, executive 
director of the Ohio Free Schools 
Association. 
The OFSA held a day-long conference 
Saturday to build its support of “ public 
education, religious freedom and 
separation of church and state.” 
Dr Hartman, a Columbus Methodist 
minister, said the organization views 
“with great alarm ” the diversion of 
public funds away from public schools 
into private education. 
It has filed an amicus curiae (friend 
of the court) brief in the American Civil 
Liberties Union federal court case 
against the Ohio legislature. The ACLU 
is trving to halt an $81.4 million 
distribution of state money for special 
services to private schools. 
“ We want to protect public education 
and prevent anything that hurts it,” Dr. 
Hartman explained 
during 
an 
in­ 
terview. 
He claim ed that tw o-thirds of 
Catholic 
parents 
now enroll 
their 
children in public schools to take ad­ 
vantage of available services out of 
reach of the parochial schools. 
Dr 
Hartman said the successful 
private schools are those which do not 
accept public money and public limita­ 
tions. 
He said the OFSA would advocate the 
closing of private schools because a 
single system would unite c o m ­ 
munities He disclaimed the theory that 
a shutdown of parochial schools would 
flood public schools systems. 
‘‘Public 
funding 
for 
p riv ate 
education violates the basic principle of 


the first amendment,” Dr. Hartman 
said. ‘‘It com ingles religion and 
political power.” 
Donald Traxler, president of the Ohio 
Education Association, told the con­ 
ference the OEA regards public aid to 
private schools as a step toward the de­ 
struction of public education 
“ It (aid) is a step toward racial, 
social and economic isolation of 
children,” Traxler said.

He said 
competitors must pay cash to Sohio, 
Sohio dealers will be denied supplies to 
meet the needs of competitors and 
gasoline will be transferred in trucks 
not indentified with the competitor. 
Despite the agreement, National will 
not need its 60,000 gallons, at least for 
the time being. 
Minnis said the delivery could not be 
made before today, the first of the 
month, when National will begin r e ­ 
ceiving its April allocation from 
Texaco. 


KSU parents rap White House 'intrusion' 


CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP)— Parents 
of some of the Kent State University 
students who were killed or wounded 
May 4, 1970 have attacked the White 
House 
for 
w hat 
they 
call 
‘‘in­ 
appropriate intrusion” into the Justice 
D e partm ent 
investigation 
of the 
shootings. 
A statement issued Sunday following 
a meeting of the parents charges that 
politics delayed convening a federal 
grand jury to investigate the 1970 in­ 
cident. 
The parents’ meeting cam e two days 
after a federal grand jury returned 
indictments charging eight 
former 
National Guardsmen with violating the 
civil rights of students who were shot at 
Kent. 
About 20 persons attended the private 
meeting, including parents of three of 
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the four slain students and some of the 
wounded students. 
Mrs. Louis A. Schroeder of Lorain, 
whose son, William, was killed at Kent, 
said m em bers of the group have met 
regularly since the shootings nearly 
four years ago. 
She read a statement after the 
meeting saying it appeared “there has 
been political interference with the 
judicial process.” 
The parents suggested that the delay 
in convening the grand jury might 
become part of the deliberations of the 
House Judiciary Committee during its 
impeachment investigations. 
The statement charged that former 
Atty. Gen. John Mitchell’s “decision in 
August 1971 not to allow a federal grand 
jury was made at a time when he was 
a lre a d y actively engaged in the 
m anagement of (President) Nixon’s re­ 
election campaign.”

statem en t 
said 
M itchell’s 
decision came “in the face of the strong 
conclusions of the 
Scranton 
Com­ 
mission that the shootings were ‘un­ 
n e c e ssa ry , un w arran ted and inex­ 
cusable.’” 
Mrs. Schroeder said a m ajor concern 
of the group “has been the failure of the 
Justice 
Department 
to 
convene a 
federal grand jury within a reasonable 
period of time after the Scranton 
C om m ission 
and

vestigations.” 
T he statem en t added that “ as 
recently as May 1973, shortly before 
Mr. (Elliot N.) Richardson reopened 
the investigation, the White* House 
specifically ruled out the convening of a 
federal grand jury, and the White 
House commented specifically that if a 
grand jury were convened, no in­ 
dictments would result. 
“ This was an inappropriate intrusion 
by the White House into the affairs of 
the judicial branch of government.” 
Gondola falls; 
man killed 
CAM BRIDGE,Ohio (AP) — A hot air 
balloon drifted into high w ires near 
Cambridge Sunday night, shearing off 
the gondola, authorities said. One man 
w as killed and two injured in the fall to 
the ground. 
The Guernsey County S heriff’s 
department identified the men as Clyde 
“ Skip” Jacobs, the pilot, and Dr.

Unfortunately the m easure has 
since then rem ained bottled up in the 
House Ways and Means Committee. 


Our youth-oriented society does 
little enough for the elderly This 
would be rectified in part by such 
legislation. Many past retirem ent 


age are sick, but not sick enough to 
require hospitalization or nursing 
home care. 
Often drug expenses consume a 
significant share of their m eager 
resources. 


There can be no decent evasion of 
society’s responsibility to ease this 
part of the heavy burden carried by 
persons whose earning power is gone 
or gravely diminished. 
The bill passed by the Senate also 
includes the so-called work bonus 
program whereby the government 
would 
modestly 
supplement 
the 
income of families which subsist on 


p overty-level 
w ages. 
T his 
ex ­ 
penditure of tax money in behalf of 
the working poor also appears to be 
desirable social legislation. 
It may be, however, that doubts 
about the la tte r provision are 
holding up the bill in the House 
com m ittee.

‘Federalism’ vs. industrial violence 


The “ New Federalism ,” to which the 
Nixon Adm inistration has made half­ 
hearted obeisance, has an ancient and 
honorable intellectual lineage. 
Two liberal stalw arts of the pre-Earl 
Warren Supreme Court, Louis Bran- 
deis and 
Felix 
Frankfurter, were 
vociferous in their championship of the 
right of individual states to experiment 
for them selves in economic m atters. 
But so-called liberalism , in the era of 
the “ Im perial Presidency” that ac­ 
tually began with the Administration of 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, has more or less 
repudiated the Brandeis-Frankfurter 
concept of decentralization. 
The big labor unions, in their drive to 
homogenize the entire U.S. economy, 
have very little sym pathy for the “ New 
Federalist” approach. 
Individual states, however, can still 
benefit by making up their own minds 
when it com es to dealing with economic 
m atters. The 19 states that have Right- 
to-Work laws have dem onstrated that 
insistence on free choice in union 
m em b ersh ip 
fo sters 
in d u strial 
development without leading to union 
busting. 
Other states are discovering that 
industry can be attracted or repelled by 
local attitudes toward enforcing the 
law th a t supposedly p ro tects in ­ 
dividuals or corp o ratio n s a g ain st 
violence in labor disputes. 


NOT TOO LONG AGO, the Dow 
Chemical Co. planned a multi-million- 
dollar expansion of its Har ging Rock 
complex in Ironton, Ohio. But during a 
1971 strike, 12 rifle shots were fired into 
Dow 
buildings, and four shotguns 
blasts dam aged an automobile parked 
near one of the Dow factories. Other 
shots narrow ly missed the driver of a 
moving car, and private unarm ed 
security guards w ere physical victims 
of the strike-caused violence. 
When the Dow Co. tried to get police 
pro tectio n 
from 
sta te 
highw ay 
patrolm en, it ran into the Ohio law, 
which specifically prohibits the use of 
state police as peace officers in labor 
disputes. Since then a 
Republican 
re p re se n ta tiv e 
in 
the 
S tate 
Legislature, Charles E. Fry, has in­ 
troduced a bill that would lift that ban. 
But Rep. Fry has been too late with 
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his effort to save the projected Dow 
Chemical expansion at Ironton. Unable 
to defend its own property and per­ 
sonnel against picket-line violence in 
Ohio, the Dow Co. diverted its ex­ 
pansion to Allyn s Point in Connecticut. 
There is no Connecticut ban on calling 
in state law enforcem ent officers to 
deal with local strike violence if town 
officials 
a re 
unable 
to 
provide 
protection. 
The Dow Co.’s action is a warning to 
states such as Ohio and Wisconsin that 
they will be cutting off their collective 
noses — and the noses of union labor as 
well — if they persist in denying 
protection to individuals caught bet­ 
ween the contenders in labor disputes. 


THE HANGING ROCK area of Ohio, 
where Dow was anxious to expand, 
actually 
needs 
new 
industry. 
Not 
without reason it has been called “ the 
Appalachia of Ohio.” 
It happens to have the good water 


supply 
needed 
in 
the 
chem ical 
business. But there will be no ex­ 
pansion at Hanging Rock as long as the 
State of Ohio refuses to extend its police 
protection to areas where local law 
enforcem ent is m ore honored in the 
breach than in the observance. 
Connecticut’s good futune in pulling 
a Dow plant complex away from Ohio is 
testimony to the vitality of the B ran­ 
d e is-F ra n k fu rte r 
conception 
of 
liberalism . With the states competing 
with each other to provide police 
protection against industrial violence,. 
we m ay look forward to a change in the 
Ohio law. 
The union leadership in Washington, 
D.C., will protest that Connecticut, in 
its guarantees of protection against 
violence, is a 
“ reactionary” com­ 
monwealth. But Justices Brandeis and 
Frankfurter, as precursors of the New

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Both 
political parties want to do something 
about the so-called bedsheet election 
ballots in Ohio, but no change is ex­ 
pected this year. 
Dem ocrats will wait to see what 
comes out of their special national 
mini-convention at Kansas City next 
December— first such conclave for a 
m ajor party in the middle of a presi­ 
dential term . 
Delegate selection to the regular 
national convention is a prime topic for 
the Kansas City meeting. Selections in 
Ohio under present law are the main 
reason ballots look like bedsheets in 
prim ary years. 
The thrust of the national effort, 
however, is a state-by-state system of 
choosing delegates to give the party 
m ore equal representation. 
Two alternate approaches to the 
problem are being discussed. 
The Ohio Constitutional 
Revision 
Commission is nearing completion of a 
recom m endation that would place the 
method of selecting delegates in the 
hands of the legislature. 
Delegate selections now are left up to 
the parties them selves. In recent years 
and, particularly, in 1972, with the use 
of the so-called McGovern guidelines. 
Dem ocrats found themselves in many 
states in an outright war with each oth­ 
er. Ohio was no exception. 
A Senate-approved resolution pen­ 
ding in the House and carrying the 
approval of Secretary of State Ted W. 
Brown would spell out in the con- 
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stitution a new method that would get 
away from the lengthy ballot. 
Candidates for a national convention 
would not have their names listed on 
the ballot. Instead, they would pledge 
themselves to a presidential candidate 
prior to the election. The names of the 
presidential contenders would be on the 
ballot. Winners would have ready­ 
m ade slates. 
A vote for the presidential candidate 
would also be a vote for each delegate 
or alternate delegate candidate who 
declared 
beforehand 
that 
the 
presidential contender was the can- 
didate of his or her choice.

N EW YORK (AP) - “ QB V IL ’’ a 
made-for-television movie based on 
U*on IJris’ best selling novel of the 
same name, will be with us for quite a 
while on ABC — the network says 64 
hours in all — next April 29 and 30. 
Although record-setting wasn’t what 
producer Douglas Cramer had in mind. 
he says it s the longest made-for TV 
film ever aired, exceeding even NBC’s 
four-part “ Blue Knight” miniseries 
Cramer. 42, who struck some kind of 
blow for candor by saying the show 
actually runs five hours and 20 minutes 
without commercials, titles and station 
breaks, said ABC never set any time 
limit for the movie. 
The simple reason it’s as long as it is, 
he said, is because Barry Diller, an 
ABC executive who commissioned it, 
felt that “ a great many books have 
been ruined by being compressed ar 
bitrarily for two or three hours of 
screen time.’ 
And Diller wanted to 
right this wrong 
Since some miniseries have proved 
successful and TV audiences have 
shown they'll watch hit theatrical films 
even when these are aired over a two- 
night period, “ why not buy books and 
do them (for TV) at whatever length 
they hold up?” Cramer said. 
He said Diller’s instructions after 
“ QB V II” was bought in April 1971 - 
the price was $250,000 — were simply: 
“ Go write a script and let’s see how 
long it takes to tell the story without 
truncating it.” 
The book concerns the lives of a 
novelist and a physician, the latter 
forced by the Nazis during World War 
II to perform illegal operations in 
concentration camps. 
The novelist names the physician as 
a war criminal in a book; the doctor 
sues for libel; and their legal war ends 
at a trial in London. 


Putting the story to film involved a 
340-page script, 150 speaking parts, 
four months of shooting in the United 
States, Belgium, Israel and England 
and a total production cost of $2.5 
million, Cramer said. 
Although some made-for-TV movies 
have been re u se d in theaters over­ 
seas, this video extravaganza won t be 
trimmed in length to go that route, 
Cramer said. It’ll be sold only for 
television. 
This, he added, “ is because its 
potential in the television market is so 
sure-fire, judging from the reception 
it’s had so far, is that it’s guaranteed 
money in the bank.’’

letter is a deduction from that general 
belief that nations and people can a t­ 
tain their supreme spiritual results 
only at the price of voluntary self­ 
limitation in the outside world, con­ 
centrating exclusively on their internal 
development.

The exiled Soviet writer, in an in

peoples

particularly 
essential 
and

difficult 
to 
establish from afar, using the super­ 
ficial and often insufficiently thought- 
out judgments of the daily press.” 
“ Here is a recent example,” he 
continued 
“ My ‘la tte r to the Soviet Leaders’ 
was, even before its publication in the 
United States, subjected in the press, 
beginning with The New York Times, to 
prim itive and even m istaken in­ 
terpretations in contradiction to its real 
meaning My program set down in this 
letter is a deduction from that general 
belief that nations and people can a t­ 
tain their supreme spiritual results 
only at the price of voluntary self­ 
limitation in the outside world, con­ 
centrating exclusively on their internal 
development. 
“ For this reason, I suggested that my 
country should unilaterally renounce 
all conquests abroad and violence 
against all 
nations near and

which they dream of achieving by

When Tai and Huang held the 
North-South cards for Taiwan, 
they got to four spades doubled 
on the bidding shown. West led 
the jack of hearts, won by 
Huang with the queen, and

So, to forestall this, Huang 
cashed the A-K-4J of clubs in 
that order and led a spade 
towards the queen.

Fibroid Tumors

This technical fact, 
however, does not apply to you. 
The tumor of your uterus has 
rightfully been kept under 
observation by your own doctor. 
Had 
the 
tumor 
suddenly 
become enlarged, or had there 
been any unusual type of 
prolonged menstrual bleeding, 
you can be certain that your 
own 
doctor 
would 
have 
suggested surgical removal.

Is an angiogram a dangerous 
procedure in a person past 
fifty? How is it done? 
Mr. F.P., Kan. 
Dear Mr. P.: 
Angiograms are one of a 
group of many techniques that 
are now in use for learning all 
about the conditions of the blood 
vessels of the neck, the brain, 
the heart, the abdomen, and of 
the arms and legs. By a com­ 
plicated technique, special dyes 
are injected into the blood­ 
stream and then followed by X- 
rays as the dye passes through 
the entire circulatory system. 
There is a moderate risk to 
every procedure. When an 
angiogram is suggested, the 
advantages 
are 
carefully 
balanced against the disad­ 
vantages. If any special risks 
are apparent, the procedure is 
usually postponed. Certainly 
the age of 50 is not the criterion 
for or against the use of this 
valuable adjunct to modem 
diagnosis.

riddled by theft 


B E R K E L E Y , Calif. (A P) — Internal 
thefts and poor administration riddled 
the mass food giveaway aimed at 
ending Patricia Hearst’s two-month 
captivity, says the community coalition 
named to monitor the handouts. 
Washington Secretary of State A. 
Ludlow Kramer, who organized the 
People in Need program, denied the 
charges. 
The coalition aired its complaints on 
KPFA radio here Sunday in a prepared 
statement read by seven representa­ 
tives of San Francisco Bay area 
groups. 
The speakers declared the $2 million 
PIN food program suffered from a 
“ general lack of coordination,” no 
regularly scheduled meetings, no 
defined lines of authority, erroneous 
news releases, no food checking system 
and transportation 
and 
warehouse 
troubles. 
The Symbionese Liberation Army, 
which abducted Miss Hearst from her 
Berkeley apartment Feb. 4, named the 
coalition to monitor the giveaway it 
demanded as a precondition for Miss 
Hearst’s release. 
Kramer replied: “ We have no in­ 
tention of getting into a yelling match 
with the coalition. We did that for 35 
days. I ’m sorry the coalition is not 
concerned with trying to get Patty 
Hearst back, but only with them­ 
selves.” 
Regarding the so-called ripoffs, 
Kramer said 500 cases of chicken were 


stolen once. Oakland police located the 
food, he said, but couldn’t retrieve it 
because the coalition refused to bring 
charges. 
The SLA had requested in a taped 
communique that newspaper magnate 
Randolph A. Hearst distribute $70 of 
free food to California’s needy. In 
response, Hearst and Kramer set up 


PIN , unded with $500,000 of Hearst’s 
own money and $1.5 million from the 
William Randolph Hearst Foundation. 


Meanwhile, 
Patricia 
Hearst’s 
parents continued their anxious vigil at 
their spacious home in Hillsborough, 
south of San Francisco, waiting for the 
SLA to break its 22-day silence. 


On her way to church Sunday, Mrs. 
Hearst said: “ It is all very depressing. 
It’s pretty discouraging to a mother to 
have her daughter gone that long.”

Former Nixon aide answers perjury count 
Chapin trial under way 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
- 
Jury 
selection began today for the trial of 
Dwight L. Chapin, charged with lying 
to a grand jury about the “dirty 
political tricks” activities of Donald H. 
Segretti. 
U.S. District Court Judge Gerhard H. 
Gesell told a panel of 60 that the trial is 


expected to “not take more than a week 
or IO days.” 
“I can assure you this is a firm 
estimate; it will not be a long trial,” the 
judge said. 
The jury of 12 and four alternates will 
be sequestered during the trial. 
In the courtroom were Chapin’s wife, 


Susan, and his parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Spencer Chapin. 
Chapin, former presidential ap­ 
pointments secretary, was indicted 
Nov. 29,1973on four counts of lying to a 
grand jury.

Pope Paul VI 
fights weakness 


VATICAN CITY (AP) - Pope Paul 
VI appears to have recovered from his 
second attack of influenza in a month, 
but Vatican sources say he is still weak, 
often in pain and needs a long rest. 
The sources say the 76-year-old Pope 
is being strongly advised against 
resuming the full schedule of work and 
reading that, until a few weeks ago, ran 
from dawn until past midnight. 
The Vatican did not elaborate on the 
Pope’s illness last week except to say 
that it was a slight indisposition. The 
sources said it was a recurrence of the 
flu that hit him earlier in March. 
The Pope ran a slight fever and 
canceled his weekly general audience 
on Wednesday. He did bless the crowd 
from his study, however. 
On Sunday, the Pope spoke from the 
open window of the study to the crowd 
in St. Peter’s Square. His voice was 
firm and he appeared fit. 
But the Vatican sources said the two 
flu attacks have aggravated an old and 
painful disease afflicting the joints. The 
disease, which the sources did not 
identify, reportedly is the reason why 
the pontiff, always frail, has for some 
years walked with a slight stoop and 
has needed help sitting down and 
standing up. 
The influenza and pains in his joints 
are said to have sapped the Pope’s 
strength, making him very weak, one 
source said. There is talk that he may 
be advised to take mud treatments at a 
spa, most likely on the island of Ischia, 
off Naples. 
“If he doesn’t rest,” one prelate said, 
“the pains will never go away, and soon 
the slightest of movements will be 
difficult.” 
Some Vatican sources say doctors 
may even ask the Pope to delegate 
some of his functions to aides. 
So far the pontiff has been a stubborn 
patient — “disobedient,” a Vatican 
doctor once called him. He has always 
been anxious to return to his desk, 
audiences and speeches.

See higher prices 
from steel talks 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Steel in­ 
dustry negotiators are beginning two 
weeks of hard bargaining in what is 
expected to result in a costly settlement 
for the industry and higher prices for 
consumers. 
Bargainers for the Big IO steel 
producers and the United Steelworkers 
of America face a self-imposed April 15 
deadline to reach accord on a new con­ 
tract or submit all unresolved issues to 
binding arbitration. 
The talks get underway today with 
both sides anxious to avoid arbitration 
on major issues. A settlement is ex­ 
pected that is likely to follow the pat­ 
tern shaped earlier this year in USW 
contracts with the aluminum and can 
industries. 
USW President I.W. Abel has in­ 
dicated he is seeking a wage increase 
above IO per cent to “reflect at least 
increases in the cost of living plus 
productivity” for his 350,000 members 
employed by the IO major steelmakers. 
Barring unforseen developments, all 
wage-price controls on the industry will 
be dropped by April 
30, 
leaving 
producers free to pass on increased 
wages and benefits in the form of 
higher steel prices. 
The bargaining is taking place under 
an historic “experimental negotiating 
agreement” signed a year ago which 
precludes strikes or lockouts and 
guarantees the workers a minimum 
wage increase of 3 per cent in each of 
the next three years. In addition, each 
worker will receive a one-time $150 
bonus. 
The no-strike 
agreem ent 
was 
reached in an effort to break the so­ 
called “boom-bust” cycle that has 
characterized 
recent 
steel 
negotiations. 
The current three-year contract, 
under which steel workers average 
$5.78 an hour in wages, expires Aug. I. 
If the aluminum and can settlements 
are extended to steel, wages in the 
industry would rise about about 12 per 
cent, or 65 cents an hour, over the next 
three years, in addition to the nine per 
cent increase already agreed upon. 
An improvement in the wage cost-of- 
living formula that added nearly 40 
cents an hour to paychecks under the 
current contract also is expected. 
But the main emphasis is expected rn 
the pension area, where the union is 


seeking to duplicate a landm ark 
pension program negotiated with the 
aluminum companies and later with 
the can producers. 
That plan provided for the first time 
in an industrial package a partial cost- 
of-living escalator for retirees. It also 
lowered the full-pension retirement age 
from 65 years to 62. 


House counsel John W. Dean IIT would 
be a key government witness against 
Chapin. 
Dean, who pleaded guilty last 
October to conspiring to obstruct the 
investigation of the Watergate break­ 
in, 
already 
has testified 
as 
a 
prosecution witness at the New York 
trial of former Cabinet members John 
N. Mitchell and Maurice H. Stans. 
Another key prosecution witness will 
be Segretti, who served five months in 
a federal correctional facility after 
pleading guilty to misdemeanor vio­ 
lations of federal election laws. Segretti 
wa.? released last Monday. 
Like Dean, Segretti agreed to 
cooperate with the special prosecutor’s 
office. 
Meanwhile, Vice President Gerald R. 
Ford has blasted the Committee For 
the Re-election of the President, 
describing it in a Chicago speech as an 
“arrogant, elite guard of political 
adolescents.” 
Ford spoke Saturday to more than 
1,000 midwest Republicans, including 
GOP National Chairman George Bush 
and presidential hopeful Sen. Charles 
H. Percy of Illinois. The audience stood 
and cheered Ford’s biting remarks 
about the re-election committee. 
He said the committee “violated the 
historic concept of the two-party 
system in America and ran roughshod 
over the seasoned political judgment 
and 
experience of 
the 
regular 
Republican party organization in the 50 
states. The fatal defect of CREEP was 
that it made its own rules and thus 
made its own ruin,” he said. 
Later, Ford told a news conference 
he “spoke as my own m an,” that his 
remarks had not been cleared with the 
White House. 
In other Watergate developments, 
Percy said Sunday in New Haven he 
expects Nixon to be impeached this 
year. 
Meanwhile, 
sources 
in 
Washington said quiet preparations are 
underway in several Senate offices for 
a possible impeachment trial. The 
sources also said other studies are 
underway by individual senators. 
The 
Chapin indictment said he 
testified April ll, 1973 before a grand 
jury investigating Segretti’s activities. 
Chapin told the grand jury he never 
discussed the distribution of campaign 
literature of any kind with Segretti and 
was unaware that Segretti ever dis­ 
tributed such literature. 
The indictment alleged that Chapin’s 
answers “as he then there well knew, 
were false.” 
Each count carries a maximum 
penalty of five years in prison and a 
$10,000 fine. 
After he was indicted Chapin, 33, took 
a leave of absence from his job as 
director of market planning for United 
Air Lines. 
A graduate of the University of 
Southern California, Chapin hired 
Segretti, a college chum, allegedly to 
be a Republican prankster in the 1972 
campaign. 
But Segretti’s pranks included the 
distribution of literature that appeared 
to come from various candidates for 
the Democratic presidential 
nomi­ 
nation 
and 
accused 
others 
of 
m isconduct. Distributing political 
literature which does not identify the 
source is a federal crime. 
Major bills face Ohio Assembly 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)— Campaign 
financing reforms, no fault auto in­ 
surance, and a bill establishing a state 
energy commission face Ohio’s law­ 
makers today as they begin a three-day 
week leading to a month long recess. 
Leaders said those are the major 
items but others may be considered by 
committee 
sessions 
and 
floor 
deliberations. The legislature will 
adjourn Wednesday and return May 8, 
the day after the primary election. 
A joint conference committee is 
seeking to work out Senate-House dif­ 
ferences on the campaign financing 
bill. But it hit a snag at the first 
meeting last week that could produce 
an all out deadlock. 
Rep. Vernal G. Riffe Jr., D— 89 New 
Boston, said the House will not comply 
with Senate demands for language that 
would give new life to the political ca­ 
reer of Sen. Donald E. “Buz” Lukens, 
R—4 Middletown. 
However, Riffe pointed out that the 
six-member conference committee is 
considering differences that do not 
include what has come to be known as 
“the Lukens amendment.” He said “It 
wasn’t in the Senate version and it 
wasn’t in the House version. They are 
supposed to consider only the dif­ 
ferences in the bill.” 
The 
House 
State 
Government 
Committee, in its deliberations, in­ 
serted language that would take care of 
Lukens’ problem. However, Rep. 
Patrick A. Sweeney, D—6 Cleveland, 
who offered the amendment, said he 
also did it on behalf of about 600 other 
persons in Ohio under the same 
penalty, including about 350 in the 
Cleveland area. 
Riffe indicated the dispute could kill 
the bill, noting that the House deleted 
the Sweeney amendment soundly when 


it reached the floor. “It could very well 
mean the life of the bill,” he said. The

WASHINGTON (AP) — The extent to 
which the United States is committed 
by the Paris peace agreement to aiding 
South Vietnam has drawn varying 
interpretations from the secretary of 
state and the chairman of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee.

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Mar kef basket survey shows price dips

The family grocery bill declined 
slightly during March, the first such 
drop in five months, an AP market- 
basket survey shows. 
More items went up in price than 
went down. But sales on meat and eggs 
cut the dollar value of the market- 
basket in nine of 13 cities checked, with 
an average decrease of 2.2 per cent. It 
was the first month since October that 
marketbasket declines outnumbered 
increases. 
The AP priced 15 food and nonfood 
items in 13 cities on March I, 1973, and 
has rechecked at the beginning of each 
succeeding month. 
The latest check showed that 32.3 per 
cent of the items in the survey went up 
in price during March, 1974; 23.6 per 
cent decreased; 36.4 per cent were un­ 


changed; 
and 7.7 per 
cent 
were 
unavailable on one of the two survey 
dates. 
The marketbasket decreases ranged 
from a fraction of a per cent in 
Albuquerque, N.M., to 4 per cent in 
Boston where the price of a pound of 
chopped chuck dropped from $1.49 to 
$1.09. 
The bill was up in four cities — 
Seattle, Wash., New York, Miami and 
Philadelphia — with an average in­ 
crease of 1.6 per cent. 
Prices in every city were higher at 
the beginning of April 1974 than they 
were on March I, 1973. The m arket­ 
basket bill was up an average of 13,3 
per cent over the 13-month period, with 
increases ranging from 6 per cent in 
Los 
Angeles to 25 per 
cent 
in 
Philadelphia. 
Meat sales helped cut the bill. All- 


beef frankfurters, 
for 
example, 
declined in ll cities during March and 
stayed the same in two. The average 
decline was 9 per cent. The average 
price for a pound of allbeef franks on 
March I, 1973, was $1.09. On March I, 
1974, the average price was $1.35 and on 
March 30, 1974, it was $1.24. 
Eggs dec eased in IO cities, down 
four or five cents to about 75 cents a 
dozen in mc>. places. The price in­ 
creased in two cities, New York and 
Detroit, and was unchanged in Phila­ 
delphia. 
Chocolate chip cookies were up in 12 
cities during March, rising an average 
of 5 per cent. They were unavailable in 
one city. The average price of a 14M>- 
ounce bag of cookies was 61 cents on 
March I, 1973; 75 cents on March I, 
1974; and 79 cents on March, 30, 1974, 
for an over all increase of 30 per cent. 
Sugar was up at the retail as well as 


the wholesale level. A five-pound bag of 
granulated sugar that cost an average 
of 68 cents on March I, 1973, cost $1.00 
12 months later and was up to $1.17 in 
the latest survey, for an over-all in­ 
crease of 72 per cent. Sugar went up in 
all 13 cities during both February and 
March, with an average March in­ 
crease of 17 per cent. 
The items on the AP checklist were: 
chopped chuck, pork chops, frozen 
orange juice, coffee, paper towels, 
butter, eggs, peanut butter, detergent, 
fabric softener, tomato sauce, choco­ 
late chip cookies, milk, frankfurters 
and sugar. 
The cities covered by the survey 
were: Atlanta, Albuquerque, Boston, 
Chicago, Dallas, Detroit, Los Angeles, 
Miami, New York, Providence, R.I., 
Philadelphia, Salt Lake City, Utah, and 
Seattle.

Mariner hunts 
Mercury moon 


PASADENA, Calif. (AP) — A tiny 
moving object which scientists say 
may be a moon circling Mercury has 
thus far eluded Mariner 10’s powerful 
cam eras, despite an intensive space 
search. 
The cameras scanned the neigh­ 
borhood of Mercury on Sunday, seeking 
the mysterious object 
which 
was 
detected by the probe’s ultraviolet in­ 
struments. 
“It is clear that there is a strong 
source of radiation detached from 
Mercury and in apparent 
motion 
relative to the planet,” said Dr. M.E. 
Mc Elroy of Harvard University. 
Note big increase 
in U.S. burglaries 


CHICAGO (AP) — Burglary is one of 
the most rapidly growing occupations 
in the United States, says Jam es C. 
Miller. 
He heads a firm that manufactures 
burglary-alarm devices and hires 
convicted burglars as consultants. The 
former convicts enlighten the firm on 
tricks of the burglary trade and how to 
thwart them. 
Miller, president of Intermatic, Inc., 
says there may be as many as three 
million burglaries in the country this 
year. He theorizes the energy crisis 
may be promoting an increase in the 
crime. 
“When you have a reduction in 
lighting, you have an increase in 
burglaries,” Miller said in an in­ 
terview. 
The FBI reported that in 1972, the last 
full year for which complete figures 
were available, there were 2.34 million 
burglaries in the country. The burglary 
rate jumped 38 per cent in the five-year 
period from 1967 to 1972. 
M iller said his firm ’s burglar- 
consultants “have told us a lot about 
how burglars operate and are able to 
inform customers of the best ways to 
discourage a burglar.” 
“There are two kinds of burglars,” 
he said. “One is the kind you see on 
television and then there are all the 
rest.” 
Miller’s consultants say they don’t 
know' the kind of burglar who uses 
electrom agnets and helicopters to 
make dazzling jewel thefts. “If they 
exist, they probably never get caught,” 
Miller said. 


“All the rest are either selftaught or 
learned the trade in prison from other 
thiefs,” he says. He also says that bur­ 
glars don’t spend time staking out 
houses. “They simply walk through a 
neighborhood and when they spot a 
home where they believe nobody is 
home, they break in. The crucial time 
is between 6 p.m. and ll p.m .” 
Burglars usually knock on doors and 
if someone turns out to be home they 
pose as a salesman who has the wrong 
address. 
“A sure tip-off to the burglar is to see 
the same light burning all the time. 
Another is a perfectly cleaned house. If 
women would leave the bed mussed up, 
we’d never have burglaries,” he said. 
Burglars are frightened most by 
noise, he says. “If you leave a radio on, 
a burglar rarely will enter a house.” 
Daylight burglaries also have in­ 
creased, Miller said. “After all, most 
burglars wear suits and look just like 
businessmen. They don’t go around in 
masks with their collars turned up.”

Fight public aid 
to private schools

COLUM BUS, Ohio 
(A P) 
— The 
traditional Catholic parochial school 
will survive financially without public 
aid because the church is “ property- 
rich,” but it needs broader support 
from its own members. 
That is the philosophy expressed by 
Dr. G. W eir Hartm an, executive 
director of the Ohio Free Schools 
Association. 
The OFSA held a day-long conference 
Saturday to build its support of “ public 
education, religious freedom and 
separation of church and state.” 
Dr. Hartman, a Columbus Methodist 
minister, said the organization views 
“ with great alarm ” the diversion of 
public funds away from public schools 
into private education. 
It has filed an amicus curiae (friend 
of the court) brief in the American Civil 
Liberties Union federal court case 
against the Ohio legislature. The ACLU 
is trying to halt an $81.4 million 
distribution of state money for special 
services to private schools. 
“ We want to protect public education 
and prevent anything that hurts it,” Dr. 
Hartman 
explained 
during 
an 
in­ 
terview. 
He claim ed that two-thirds of 
Catholic 
parents 
now enroll 
their 
children in public schools to take ad­ 
vantage of available services out of 
reach of the parochial schools. 
Dr. Hartman said the successful 
private schools are those which do not 
accept public money and public lim ita­ 
tions. 
He said the OFSA would advocate the 
closing of private schools because a 
single system would unite com ­ 
munities. He disclaimed the theory that 
a shutdown of parochial schools would 
flood public schools systems. 
“ Public 
funding 
for 
private 
education violates the basic principle of 


the first amendment,” Dr. Hartman 
said. “ It com ingles religion and 
political power.” 
Donald Traxler, president of the Ohio 
Education Association, told the con­ 
ference the OEA regards public aid to 
private schools as a step toward the de­ 
struction of public education. 
“ It (aid) is a step toward racial, 
social and economic isolation of 
children,” Traxler said.

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KSU parents rap White House 'intrusion' 


C LEV ELA N D , Ohio (A P )— Parents 
of some of the Kent State University 
students who were killed or wounded 
May 4, 1970 have attacked the White 
House for 
what 
they 
call 
“ in­ 
appropriate intrusion” into the Justice 
Departm ent investigation of the 
shootings. 
A statement issued Sunday following 
a meeting of the parents charges that 
politics delayed convening a federal 
grand jury to investigate the 1970 in­ 
cident. 
The parents’ meeting came two days 
after a federal grand jury returned 
indictments charging 
eight 
former 
National Guardsmen with violating the 
civil rights of students who were shot at 
Kent. 


About 20 persons attended the private 
meeting, including parents of three of 
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the four slain students and some of the 
wounded students. 
Mrs. Louis A. Schroeder of Lorain, 
whose son, W illiam , was killed at Kent, 
said members of the group have met 
regularly since the shootings nearly 
four years ago. 
She read a statement after the 
meeting saying it appeared “ there has 
been political interference with the 
judicial process.” 
The parents suggested that the delay 
in convening the grand jury might 
become part of the deliberations of the 
House Judiciary Committee during its 
impeachment investigations. 
The statement charged that former 
Atty. Gen. John M itchell’s “ decision in 
August 1971 not to allow a federal grand 
jury was made at a time when he was 
already actively engaged in the 
management of (President) Nixon’s re­ 
election campaign.” 
The 
statem ent 
said 
M itch ell’s 
decision came “ in the face of the strong 
conclusions of 
the 
Scranton 
Com­ 
mission that the shootings were ‘un­ 
necessary, unw arranted and inex­ 
cusable.” 
Mrs. Schroeder said a major concern 
of the group “ has been the failure of the 
Justice 
Department 
to 
convene

federal grand jury within a reasonable 
period of time after the Scranton

vestigations.” 
The statem ent added that “ as 
recently as May 1973, shortly before 
Mr. (Elliot N .) Richardson reopened 
the investigation, the White House 
specifically ruled out the convening of a 
federal grand jury, and the White 
House commented specifically that if a 
grand jury were convened, no in­ 
dictments would result. 
“ This was an inappropriate intrusion 
by the White House into the affairs of 
the judicial branch of government.” 
Gondola falls; 
man killed 
C A M BRID G E, Ohio (A P ) - A hot air 
balloon drifted into high wires near 
Cambridge Sunday night, shearing off 
the gondola, authorities said. One man 
was killed and two injured in the fall to 
the ground. 
The Guernsey County Sheriff s 
department identified the men as Clyde 
“ Skip” Jacobs, the pilot, and Dr. 
Richard Whiteleather, both of Cam­ 
bridge, and Tom LaBlue of E l Paso, 
Tex.

McManus said in a copyrighted in­ 
terview with the Elyria Chronicle- 
Telegram that he was advised by an 
attorney to take the Fifth Amendment 
but “ maybe it wasn’t such a brilliant 
idea after all.” 
McManus was identified 
by

Help for the elderly 


Nearly four months ago the Senate 
acted to do something about the 
nation’s shoddy treatment of the 
aged. By a vote of 66 to 8, it approved 


a bill which among other things 
authorizes Medicare payment of the 
cost of prescription drugs used in the 
home for treatment of chronic 
illness. 
Unfortunately the measure has 
since then remained bottled up in the 
House Ways and Means Committee. 


Our youth-oriented society does 
little enough for the elderly. This 
would be rectified in part by such 
legislation. Many past retirement 


age are sick, but not sick enough to 
require hospitalization or nursing 
home care. 
Often drug expenses consume a 
significant share of their meager 
resources. 


There can be no decent evasion of 
society’s responsibility to ease this 
part of the heavy burden carried by 
persons whose earning power is gone 
or gravely diminished. 
The bill passed by the Senate also 
includes the so-called work bonus 
program whereby the government 
would modestly 
supplement the 
income of families which subsist on 


poverty-level wages. 
This ex­ 
penditure of tax money in behalf of 
the working poor also appears to be 
desirable social legislation. 
It may be, however, that doubts 
about the latter provision are 
holding up the bill in the House 
committee. If this is the case, 
perhaps the two should be con­ 
sidered separately. 
The financial pressure on the 
elderly suffering from chronic 
illness ought to be alleviated without 
further delay. Once that was done, 
the work bonus plan for low-income 
could then be dealt with on its 
merits.

‘Federalism’ vs. industrial violence 


The “ New Federalism,” to which the 
Nixon Administration has made half­ 
hearted obeisance, has an ancient and 
honorable intellectual lineage. 
Two liberal stalwarts of the pre-Earl 
Warren Supreme Court, Louis Bran- 
deis and Felix Frankfurter, were 
vociferous in their championship of the 
right of individual states to experiment 
for themselves in economic matters. 
But so-called liberalism, in the era of 
the “ Imperial Presidency” that ac­ 
tually began with the Administration of 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, has more or less 
repudiated the Brandeis-Frankfurter 
concept of decentralization. 
The big labor unions, in their drive to 
homogenize the entire U.S. economy, 
have very little sympathy for the “ New 
Federalist” approach. 
Individual states, however, can still 
benefit by making up their own minds 
when it comes to dealing with economic 
matters. The 19 states that have Right- 
to-Work laws have demonstrated that 
insistence on free choice in union 
membership 
fosters 
industrial 
development without leading to union 
busting. 
Other states are discovering that 
industry can be attracted or repelled by 
local attitudes toward enforcing the 
law that supposedly protects in­ 
dividuals or corporations against 
violence in labor disputes. 


NOT TOO LONG AGO, the Dow 
Chemical Co. planned a multi-million- 
dollar expansion of its Harding Rock 
complex in Ironton, Ohio. But during a 
1971 strike, 12 rifle shots were fired into 
Dow buildings, and four shotguns 
blasts damaged an automobile parked 
near one of the Dow factories. Other 
shots narrowly missed the driver of a 
moving car, and private unarmed 
security guards were physical victims 
of the strike-caused violence. 
When the Dow Co. tried to get police 
protection 
from 
state 
highway 
patrolmen, it ran into the Ohio law, 
which specifically prohibits the use of 
state police as peace officers in labor 
disputes. Since then a 
Republican 
representative 
in 
the 
State 
Legislature, Charles E. Fry, has in­ 
troduced a bill that would lift that ban. 
But Rep. Fry has been too late with 
The 
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his effort to save the projected Dow 
Chemical expansion at Ironton. Unable 
to defend its own property and per­ 
sonnel against picket-line violence in 
Ohio, the Dow Co. diverted its ex­ 
pansion to Allyn’s Point in Connecticut. 
There is no Connecticut ban on calling 
in state law enforcement officers to 
deal with local strike violence if town 
officials 
are 
unable 
to 
provide 
protection. 
The Dow Co.’s action is a warning to 
states such as Ohio and Wisconsin that 
they will be cutting off their collective 
noses — and the noses of union labor as 
well — if they persist in denying 
protection to individuals caught bet­ 
ween the contenders in labor disputes. 


THE HANGING ROCK area of Ohio, 
where Dow was anxious to expand, 
actually needs new industry. 
Not 
without reason it has been called “ the 


supply needed 
in 
the 
chemical 
business. But there will be no ex­ 
pansion at Hanging Rock as long as the 
State of Ohio refuses to extend its police 
protection to areas where local law 
enforcement is more honored in the 
breach than in the observance. 
Connecticut’s good futune in pulling 
a Dow plant complex away from Ohio is 
testimony to the vitality of the Bran- 
deis-Frankfurter 
conception 
of 
liberalism. With the states competing 
with each other to provide police 
protection against industrial violence, _ 
we may look forward to a change in the 
Ohio law. 
The union leadership in Washington, 
D.C., will protest that Connecticut, in 
its guarantees of protection against 
violence, is a “ reactionary” com­ 
monwealth. But Justices Brandeis and 
Frankfurter, as precursors of the New 
Federalism, knew better. 
Nobody ever called 
them reac­ 
tionaries.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - Both 
political parties want to do something 
about the so-called bedsheet election 
ballots in Ohio, but no change is ex­ 
pected this year. 
Democrats will wait to see what 
comes out of their special national 
mini-convention at Kansas City next 
December— first such conclave for a 
major party in the middle of a presi­ 
dential term. 
Delegate selection to the regular 
national convention is a prime topic for 
the Kansas City meeting. Selections in 
Ohio under present law are the main 
reason ballots look like bedsheets in 
primary years. 
The thrust of the national effort, 
however, is a state-by-state system of 
choosing delegates to give the party 
more equal representation. 
Two alternate approaches to the 
problem are being discussed. 
The Ohio Constitutional Revision 
Commission is nearing completion of a 
recommendation that would place the 
method of selecting delegates in the 
hands of the legislature. 
Delegate selections now are left up to 
the parties themselves. In recent years 
and, particularly, in 1972, with the use 
of the so-called McGovern guidelines, 
Democrats found themselves in many 
states in an outright war with each oth­ 
er. Ohio was no exception. 
A Senate-approved resolution pen­ 
ding in the House and carrying the 
approval of Secretary of State Ted W. 
Brown would spell out in the con-

stitution a new method that would get 
away from the lengthy ballot. 
Candidates for a national convention 
would not have their names listed on 
the ballot. Instead, they would pledge 
themselves to a presidential candidate 
prior to the election. The names of the 
presidential contenders would be on the 
ballot. Winners would have ready­ 
made slates. 
A vote for the presidential candidate 
would also be a vote for each delegate

TV Viewing

NEW YORK (A P) — “ QB V II,” a 
made-for-television movie based on 
Leon Uris’ best-selling novel of the 
same name, will be with us for quite a 
while on ABC - the network says 6Vfe 
hours in all — next April 29 and 30. 
Although record-setting wasn’t what 
producer Douglas Cramer had in mind, 
he says it’s the longest made-for-TV 
film ever aired, exceeding even N BC’s 
four-part “ Blue Knight” miniseries. 
Cramer, 42, who struck some kind of 
blow for candor by saying the show 
actually runs five hours and 20 minutes 
without commercials, titles and station 
breaks, said ABC never set any time 
limit for the movie. 
The simple reason ifs as long as it is, 
he said, is because Barry Diller, an 
ABC executive who commissioned it, 
felt that “ a great many books have 
been ruined by being compressed ar­ 
bitrarily for two or three hours of 
screen time.” And Diller wanted to 
right this wrong. 
Since some miniseries have proved 
successful and TV audiences have 
shown they ’ll watch hit theatrical films 
even when these are aired over a two- 
night period, “ why not buy books and 
do them (for TV) at whatever length 
thev hold up?” Cramer said. 
He said Diller’s instructions after 
• QB V II” was bought in April 1971 — 
the price was $250,000 — were simply: 
“ Go write a script and let’s see how 
long it takes to tell the story without 
truncating it.” 
The book concerns the lives of a 
novelist and a physician, the latter 
forced by the Nazis during World War 
II to perform illegal operations in 
concentration camps. 
The novelist names the physician as 
a war criminal in a book; the doctor 
sues for libel; and their legal war ends 
at a trial in London. 


Putting the story to film involved a 
340-page script, 150 speaking parts, 
four months of shooting in the United 
States, Belgium, Israel and England 
and a total production cost of $2.5 
million, Cramer said. 
Although some made-for-TV movies 
have been re -ased in theaters over­ 
seas, this video extravaganza won’t be 
trimmed in length to go that route, 
Cramer said. It’ll be sold only for 
television. 
This, he added, “ is because its 
potential in the television market is so 
sure-fire, judging from the reception 
ifs had so far, is that it’s guaranteed 
money in the bank.”

Red writer 
claims press 
made error 


ZURICH , Switzerland 
(A P ) 
— 
Alexander Solzhenitsyn says that 
American newspaper commentators 
mistakenly interpreted his “ Letter to 
the Soviet Leaders” as a call for 
nationalism. 
The exiled Soviet writer, in an in­ 
terview Sunday, said mutual un­ 
derstanding between the Soviet and 
American peoples 
“ is particularly 
essential and is very difficult to 
establish from afar, using the super­ 
ficial and often insufficiently thought- 
out judgments of the daily press.” 
“ Here is a recent example,” he 
continued. 
“ My ‘Letter to the Soviet Leaders’ 
was, even before its publication in the 
United States, subjected in the press, 
beginning with The New York Times, to 
prim itive and even mistaken in­ 
terpretations in contradiction to its real 
meaning. My program set down in this 
letter is a deduction from that general 
belief that nations and people can at­ 
tain their supreme spiritual results 
only at the price of voluntary self­ 
limitation in the outside world, con­ 
centrating exclusively on their internal 
development. 
“ For this reason, I suggested that my 
country should unilaterally renounce 
all conquests abroad and violence 
against all nations near and far, 
renounce all world pretensions and all 
kinds of international rivalry, in 
particular ... the arms race. 
“ I suggested that all this should be 
done on a scale far exceeding that 
which they dream of achieving by 
nuclear detente’ and such a program 
was 
interpreted 
by 
American 
newspaper 
commentators 
as 
nationalism, that is the ideology of the 
warlike expansion of one’s nation. The 
very idea of following the most recent 
technological recommendation of the 
Club of Rome was characterized as 
‘utopianism’ and a call for return to 
the past.’ In this way, the press is 
capable 
of 
introducing 
in­ 
comprehension between distant parts 
of the planet rather than internal un­ 
derstanding.” 
The Club of Rome is an international 
association of scientists and in­ 
dustrialists that sponsors studies and 
discussion meetings of statesmen and 
experts on major problems.

Dolphins lose

TORONTO (AP) — Larry Csonka, 
Paul Warfield and Jim Kiick — gears in 
the Miami Dolphins’ grind-it-out of­ 
fense — have jumped for an estimated 
$3.5 million to the Toronto Northmen of 
the World Football League, giving the 
fledgling 
league 
alm ost 
instant 
respectability. 
“We’re guaranteed this money,” said 
Kiick after the signings, effective for 
the 1975 season and for three years, 
were disclosed Sunday. “If we get hurt, 
if we die, if the WFL doesn’t get off the 
ground, we still get it.” 
The trio — Warfield is a receiver, the 
other two are running backs — will play 
out their 1974 options with the team 
which they helped win the last two 
National Football League cham ­ 
pionships. 
Miami Coach Don Shula, however, 
said he might not even play the three 
this coming season. But Csonka 
discounted any reprisal by Shula, 
saying, “He wants to win the Super 
Bowl again and so do we.” 
Each 
earned 
about 
$60,000 last 
season as Dolphins, plus the extra 
money — $15,000 each in the Super 
Bowl — for playoff victories. 
No breakdown on how the $3.5 million 
would be divided among the three was 
disclosed. Presumably, Csonka would 
get the most money. 
Kiick said the other ll teams in the 
WFL, which will begin play in July, 
contributed $1 million to the contracts, 
highest priced deals ever in pro football 
history. 


“I am disappointed, shocked, sick, 
whatever ...,” a bitter Joe Robbie, 
managing general 
partner 
of the 
Dolphins, said in Miami Sunday night 
after the jump was announced in To­ 
ronto. 
“I feel 
(player agent) 
Ed 
Keating took three of our players to 
Canada who were in a frame of mind to 
come back and listen when they left.” 
But Robbie said the Dolphins weren’t 
concerned about any legal action “at 
this point.” 
Csonka, who rushed for more than 
1,000 yards the past three seasons, said 
his financial future was a primary 
consideration in the move. 
“In this case, it is one of the con­ 
siderations, of course,” the bull-necked 
fullback said, “but there are others.... 
the Toronto club offered us more thari 
we anticipated — even more than we 
had asked for in the exploratory 
package.” 
Robbie said he had asked Keating to 
return with the players from Toronto, 
where negotiating sessions took place, 
adding that the “$3 million wouldn’t 
burn in two days.” But, Robbie said 
Keating responded with a “take it or 
leave it” attitude and the Dolphin of­ 
ficial refused to negotiate by phone. 
“Everyone knows how I feel about 
them,” Shula said. “They are great 
players. We were in a unique situation 
of being able to go after our third Super 
Bowl in a row next season. Our thought 
was to do everything possible to get 
everyone back.”

Foresight is a marvelous 
virtue that is handsomely 
rewarded in some hands. Here 
is a gem of purest ray serene 
that occurred in the 1967 Far 
Eastern championship played 
in Manila in the match between 
China and Australia. 
When Tai and Huang held the 
North-South cards for Taiwan, 
they got to four spades doubled 
on the bidding shown. West led 
the jack of hearts, won by 


declarer played the ace 
spades, East showing out. 
Huang realized that if he 
played a trump to the queen at 
this point, he could be defeated 
by West’s taking the king and 
returning a low diamond to East 
for a deadly heart lead back. 
The Australians would thus 
score a spade, a diamond, a 
heart ruff and, later, another 
heart. 
So, to forestall this, Huang 
cashed the A-K-Q of clubs in 
that order and led a spade 
towards the queen. 
West went up with the king 
but found himself on the horns 
of a dilemma. He could not 
defeat the contract whatever he 
did at this point 
If he played the ace and 
another diamond, he would not 
get a heart ruff and declarer’s 
only losers would be a spade, a 
heart and a diamond. 
lf he played a low diamond to 
East’s king instead, he would be 
able to ruff South’s ace of hearts 
when East returned the king, 
but that would mark the end of 
the road for the defense. West 
would be unable to find a safe 
return, whether he yielded a 
ruff and discard by playing a 
club, or whether he returned a 
diamond and made dummy’s 
jack a trick. 
Either way, Huang was 
certain to make the contract 
Huang with the queen, and

The 
doctor has been watching it at 
regular intervals, and I have 
not been concerned about it 
Recently, a friend intimated 
that these tumors can become 
malignant Since then, I have 
not had a restful night’s sleep.

Dear Mrs. W.: 
The friend would have been a 
better friend if she did not 
impose her misinformation on 
you. 
From a strict scientific and 
medical point of view, it is true 
that certain tumors, when 
overlooked and neglected, can 
become malignant or can­ 
cerous. This technical fact, 
however, does not apply to you. 
The tumor of your uterus has 
rightfully been kept under 
observation by your own doctor. 
Had 
the tumor 
suddenly 
become enlarged, or had there 
been any unusual type of 
prolonged menstrual bleeding, 
you can be certain that your 
own 
doctor 
would 
have 
suggested surgical removal. 
It was unfair to implant such 
an unnecessary fear into your 
psyche. After you have my 
reassurance, you should, of 
course, be examined at this 
time to definitively blot out your 
present anxiety.

Is an angiogram a dangerous 
procedure in a person past 
fifty? How is it done? 
Mr. F.P., Kan. 
Dear Mr. P.: 
Angiograms are one of a 
group of many techniques that 
are now in use for learning all 
about the conditions of the blood 
vessels of the neck, the brain, 
the heart, the abdomen, and of 
the arms and legs. By a com­ 
plicated technique, special dyes 
are injected into the blood­ 
stream and then followed by X- 
rays as the dye passes through 
the entire circulatory system. 
There is a moderate risk to 
every procedure. When an 
angiogram is suggested, the 
advantages 
are 
carefully 
balanced against the disad­ 
vantages. lf any special risks 
are apparent, the procedure is 
usually postponed. Certainly 
the age of 50 is not the criterion 
for or against the use of this 
valuable adjunct to modem 
diagnosis.

Food giveaway 


riddled by theft 


BERKELEY, Calif. (AP) — Internal 
thefts and poor administration riddled 
the mass food giveaway aimed at 
ending Patricia Hearst’s two-month 
captivity, says the community coalition 
named to monitor the handouts. 
Washington Secretary of State A. 
Ludlow Kramer, who organized the 
People in Need program, denied the 
charges. 
The coalition aired its complaints on 
KPFA radio here Sunday in a prepared 
statement read by seven representa­ 
tives of San 
Francisco 
Bay 
area 
groups. 
The speakers declared the $2 million 
PIN food program suffered from a 
“general lack of coordination,” no 
regularly scheduled meetings, no 
defined lines of authority, erroneous 
news releases, no food checking system 
and transportation 
and 
warehouse 
troubles. 
The Symbionese Liberation Army, 
which abducted Miss Hearst from her 
Berkeley apartment Feb. 4, named the 
coalition to monitor the giveaway it 
demanded as a precondition for Miss 
Hearst’s release. 
Kramer replied: “We have no in­ 
tention of getting into a yelling match 
with the coalition. We did that for 35 
days. I’m sorry the coalition is not 
concerned with trying to get Patty 
Hearst back, but only with them­ 
selves.” 
Regarding the so-called ripoffs, 
Kramer said 500 cases of chicken were 


stolen once. Oakland police located the 
food, he said, but couldn’t retrieve it 
because the coalition refused to bring 
charges. 
The SLA had requested in a taped 
communique that newspaper magnate 
Randolph A. Hearst distribute $70 of 
free food to California’s needy. In 
response, Hearst and Kramer set up 


PIN, unded with $500,000 of Hearst’s 
own money and $1.5 million from the 
William Randolph Hearst Foundation. 


Meanwhile, 
P atricia 
H earst’s 
parents continued their anxious vigil at 
their spacious home in Hillsborough, 
south of San Francisco, waiting for the 
SLA to break its 22-day silence. 


On her way to church Sunday, Mrs. 
Hearst said: “It is all very depressing. 
It’s pretty discouraging to a mother to 
have her daughter gone that long.”

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - A judge 
here has ordered a refund of $1.7 
million to persons who don’t work for 
the state but are members of the Ohio 
Public Employes Retirement System. 
Common Pleas Court Judge Fred J. 
Shoemaker ruled the non-state em­ 
ployes are entitled to recover a portion 
of the contributions they made to the 
system between Jan. I, 1973 and July 
1973. 
The money will go to 129,127 persons 
not employed by the state who belonged 
to the system at the time.
